King and Queen Go to Scene of Dis 


aster—American Clergymen Mobbed 


by Panic Stricken Natives. 


Naples, June 8.—An earthquake of 
unusual 
intensity 
was 
experienced 
throughout southern Italy, including 
the Island of Sicily. It is believed that 
thirty seven or more people were kill­ 
ed and th at property losses will be 
heavy. 
The shock appears to have spent its 
force chiefly in the province of Avel 
lino, in Central Campania, east of Na 
pies. The village of Calitri, of about 
8060 inhabitants, suffered the most. 
One report has it that half of the town 
was destroyed. 
Fatalities are reported at San Sos 
sin. Chianche. Oastel Ba roil la and Ban 
Bub*. 
King Victor Em m anuel and Queen 
Helena, upon receiving word of the 
suffering, left Rome on a special train 
for th e scene, and soldiers and medi 
cal corps were dispatched to render 
first aid. It was announced that the 
government had called upon parlia 
m ent for an appropriation of $160,000 
for use among the afflicted. The latest

d eaths at San Side, in the province of 
Potenza. 
A report received from Aveliino de 
scribed the narrow escape from death 
at Hie hands of a superstitious mob of 
a p a r t y of American clergymen who 
happened to bo in the province when 
I hi earthquake occurred. Some of the 
panic stricken populace believed that 
the calam ity was due to the presence 
of the clergymen, and attacked tile 
latter with the avowed 
purpose of 
hanging them. T he police rescued the 
m inisters from the mob.

In the square hundreds threw them 
selves upon their faces and Implored 
the mercy of the almighty. Then reli­ 
gious fervor found expression In pro­ 
cessions to the shrine of Bt. Andrew. 
the protector of

climbed to the sanctuary on Monte 
V cr glue.

shape and style of the old gander and 
goose weut, for the only resemblance 
you’ll see will be in the white aud 
gray markings. 
Nevertheless it’s a 
good cross for m arket purposes. 
Both of these big breeds run to fat, 
which Is .shown by the dew lap under 
the chin and the abdomen dragging 
on the ground. 
The Toulouse, too, is rather flabby 
and coarse of flesh. 
But, strange to 
relate, by this cross you get a fowl of 
graceful lines aud finer, firmer fibered 
flesh. 
This makes a more popular fowl, 
for m arket buyers aren’t after goose 
grease, and you can imagine there’* 
grease to burn w hen tile gander and 
g o o se of these breeds weigh twenty 
and eighteen pounds respectively. 
The otber geese mostly used for com ­ 
mercial purposes are G ray African, 
White aud Brown Chinese uml the 
Canadian or wild. 
These are much 
different from the Toulouse and E m b­ 
den, tile Gray African only equaling 
them in size, the African and Chinese 
having big knobs on their heads and 
the Canadian (icing a sort of missing 
(ink between tin* duck aud goose. 
G ood crosses are made by mating 
Canadian or Embden gander with Afrl 
can, aud Embden gander with White 
China. 
Geese should only be crossed for 
murket puriK)ses, aud pure bred fowls 
should only be mated. 
Such offspring 
are called mongrels and mules. 
Mules 
do not breed, aud those who confident­ 
ly expect to breed something wonder­ 
ful from their mixed geese seldom get 
eggs to set, and when such an excep­ 
tion occur* the eggs are invariably In­ 
fertile

' Biological Analogies of History 
It 
was heard by a large audience of noted 
scholars, who applauded the lecturer 
at many points 
Colonel Roosevelt V 
voice, despite 
the care he has taken ainee his arrival 
in England, failed him after a time 
and he was obliged to leave unread the 
latter part of his lecture 
The lecture and the conferment con­ 
stituted the great feature of the day, 
but it did not complete the program, 
which was about as crowded as any 
that th e distinguished Amel iran has 
undertaken in his European tr a v e l. 
Oxford was glas to see the former 
president and made the fac t known. 
First there was a reception given by 
the mayor of the corporation at the 
town hall. The auditorium wj*s tilled 
to its limits, and when the guests ap­ 
peared the audience joined in singing 
"For He's a Jolly Good Fellow." 
From the town hall Colonel Roose­ 
velt made hurried visits to the lead­ 
ing colleges and to other place* of 
hiatoric Interest. He was entertained 
at luncheon by the American club. 
leaving soon afterw ard for the famous 
old Sbeldonian theater for his lecture 
and the cerem onies that added a D. 
C. I*, to the other honorary title* that 
have been bestowed upon him. 


W arning to Nations. 


Colonel Roosevelt emphasiz' d in his 
lecture the need of coring the politi­ 
cal ills of nations, and he touched 
again on the British control of Egypt. 
This latter subject had been looked 
for expectantly, but his rem arks had 
nothing of the stirring tone that caus­ 
ed a sensation in th* 
Guildhall au­ 
dience In Ixmdon. 
Drawing analogies from th* biology 
of prehistoric age* he tom hed upon 
(be civilizations of succeeding centur­ 
ies, dwelling on the rise and fail of 
the Roman em pire and the Dutch re 
public and the gftreatness of the Brit 
• sh empire. 
Upon this historical basis 
he built up warnings to the British 
and American people 
The greatest enemies of nations, he 
ieclared. are those within, not those 
without. It was thus that Rome fell, 
and it was against luxuriousness and 
evil within, he said, that England and 
the United State* must guard. 
"Free people can esc ape being mas­ 
tered by others.” he asserted, "only 
by being aide to m aster themselves." 
Again he said: 
"Privilege should not be tolerated 
because it is to the advantage of a 
minority, nor yet because it is to the 
advantage of a majority 
No doctri­ 
naire theories of vested rights or free­ 
dom of contract can stand in the way 
of cutting out abuses from the body 
politic." 
Of the Egyptian situation be said: 
"No hard and fast rule 
ta u 
be 
drawn as applying to all aiieu races, 
because they differ from one another 
tar more widely than they differ from 
us 
But th ere are one or two rule* 
which must not be forgotten. In the 
long run th ere can be no justification 
for one race m anaging or controlling 
another unless the m anagem ent anti 
control are exercised in the interest 
and for tile benefit of that other race. 
This is what our people have in the 
main done and must continue in the 
future In even greater degree to do, In 
ludia. in Egypt aud the Philippines 
a lik e " 
Of ra< e sun We his most striking 
declaration was: 
"A most om inous sign is the dimi­ 
nution in the birth rate now shared by 
most of the civilized nations of cen­ 
tral and western Europe, of America 
and A ustralia; a diminution so grea* 
that if it continues for the next cen 
fury for the rate which has obtained 
for the last tw enty five years, all the 
more highly civilized peoples will be 
stationary or else have begun to go 
backward in population, while many 
of them will have already gone very 
tar backw ard.”

vessels in which milk remain* for any 
length of time should De aet in the 
enu*I)hie to ail. 
All milk vessels con­ 
taining aestus eau l»e more thoroughly 
unshed with a brush. 
The aetat rn tor parts should De wash- 
id and scalded and sunned the sam e 
i st he milk pail*. 
A sunny kitchen 
window i* the la**t place to sun and 
air them. When washing milk vessels 
all nett should I** removed from tin­ 
ware vessels, tis rust affords the very 
l*e*t of hiding places for germs. The 
outside o* milk pails and cream can* 
should he kept as clean as the inside. 
rile exterior of the separator should 
it Lo lie washed off after each using. 
Leave apart 
until the next milking 
time. 
The churn should De washed aud 
scalded 
Keep the outside clean 
Wash 
the strainer with a brush, using cold 
waler first, then (tot water, lf by neg­ 
lect Hie meshes of the strainer be­ 
come closed you muy readily clean it 
with dry salt and s stiff brush 
If you 
use a strainer cloth first rinse in two 
cold waters, then wash in hot wafer 
aud soup.
